Didsbury town council revises land use bylaw

Councillors revised the town’s land use bylaw 
at their July 8 meeting to require that owners of 
buildings that are designated as municipal historic 
resources take out a dev elopment permit before they 
do any improvements to their buildings. 

First reading of the bylaw was given on June 10. 
Council gave the bylaw second and third reading 
following a public hearing at the July 8 meeting 
in which nobody from the public made conunents 


about the proposed changes. 

Karen Henry, the town’s manager of planning and 
infrastructure, said the purpose of the change was 
to allow the town to track any improvements done 
to buildings that are designated as municipal his¬ 
toric resources. Under the amendment, the town will 
forgo any revenue it normally receives when people 
apply for development permits. 

“We had to remove those properties from the 
(development permit) exemption saying (repairs) 
do not require a permit. Our intention was to require 
municipal historic resources to get a development 


permit to let us know when they’re doing anything so 
now these properties don’t have the exemptions that 
most properties do. For a normal building, you’re 
not changing the footprint, you’re not doing any 
structural work, so you don’t need a development 
permit," she said. 

Henry said the reason the town wants owners of 
municipal historic resources to take out a develop¬ 
ment permit is so the town will have a more com¬ 
plete record of any improvements made to build¬ 
ings after they are designated as municipal historic 
resources. 
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Horse show brings competitors from around Alberta

The Didsbury Agricultural 
Society’s 52nd annual horse 
show featured 139 partici¬ 
pants from across Alberta and 
Saskatchewan in three days 
of competition from July 11 
to 13. 

Participants competed in 
jumping, English and western 
pleasure classes, dressage, 
equitation and the obstacle 
challenge in junior and senior 
categories. All the events 
were held at the Didsbury 
Agricultural Society grounds. 


Olivia McPhee-Gill com¬ 
peted in the junior dressage 
competition. McPhee-Gill, 12, 
has been competing in dres¬ 
sage for the last five years, 
but she is learning with a new 
horse all the steps in dressage. 
She practised for about three 
months for her competition 
on July 12. 

“We’re working on basic 
things that I need to correct, 
to practise my test and and go 
over what I need to fix,” she 
said. “I’m trying to swing my 
hips a bit more with the horse 
and keep giving him impo- 
tion,” she said. 


McPhee-Gill said trotting 
and cantering are two things 
she Ls working hard to master 
with her seven-year-old horse 
Leo. 

“I find the more you leant 
and the more you practice, the 
more shows you go to, you get 
better and it’s easier and not 
as nerve-wracking," she said. 

McPhee-Gill said she ei\joys 
dressage because it’s at a 
more relaxed pace as opposed 
to jumping or other events. 

“I never really wanted to 
jump a lot or go super-fast 
when I was younger, so I only 
ever really wanted to do (dres¬ 


sage) because I like the way 
the horses move and the way 
they look,” she said. 

Courtney Bell competed 
in equitation. Although she 
mainly competes in jumping, 
Bell said competing in equita¬ 
tion helps her in controlling 
the horse better and use that 
information to her advantage 
in the jumping events. 

“In jumping, it helps to slow 
your horse down, bring them 
back so you don’t knock over 
a rail and it also helps you 
lengthen your horse’s speed to 
get your time so you don’t get 
a fault,” she said. 


Coming to a show like the 
one hosted by the Didsbury 
Agricultural Society is good 
because riders get to leant 
how to ride new horses, Bell 
said. Bell was riding an unfa¬ 
miliar horse, which was much 
slower than her own horse. 

“Teamwork Ls really impor¬ 
tant because you have to 
know what your horse likes 
and how to adapt to what they 
like, so that you both come to 
a happy medium. It’s basically 
based on trust. You have to 
know when to trust them and 
let them do their own thing," 
she said.

No fair 
play at the 
plate 

While ordinary Albertans 
may or may not agree that 
it's time for the province to 
bring in new licence plates, 
the fact that the plan has 
created a political fight 
between the PC and the 
Wildrose parties should sur¬ 
prise no one. 

On July 8 the province 
announced that it was intro¬ 
ducing new licence plates 
starting in the spring of 
2015 - at a cost of about 
$15 million. 

The new plates will no 
longer carry the Wild Rose Country’ slogan and 
will have the main colours of blue and orange. 

The fact the old slogan just happens to be the 
name of the official opposition, albeit spelled 
Wild Rose not Wildrose, coupled with the fact the 
new plate colours are the PC colours has nothing 
whatsoever to do with politics, says Minister of 
Service Alberta Doug Griffiths. 

“Our current licence plate is more than 30 years 
old and lacks features to help make our roads 
and communities safer,” said Griffiths. “This new 
plate will make it easier to spot vehicles that are 
unregistered, uninsured, or stolen.” 

Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills Wildrose MLA Bruce 
Rowe, who is his party’s Service Alberta critic, 
says there’s no question in his mind that the 
colouring and the removal of the ’Wild Rose 
Country' slogan are politically motivated. 

“I think taking 'Wild Rose Country’ off is purely 
political and there is no question about that,” said 
Rowe. “Having it blue and orange, the PC colours, 
and taking Wild Rose’ off it, I think the public is 
going to see the political point of it.” 

Rowe agrees that having new plates with reflec¬ 
tive lettering is a good and needed change for the 
safety of Alberta motorists. 

Albertans are being given a chance to vote 
online for one of the three proposed plate styles 
until Aug. 19. Unfortunately, none of the three 
choices offered up by the government include 
anything other than the quasi-slogan of alberta, 
com’. 

With the next provincial election still two years 
away, the licence plate controversy between the 
PCs and the Wildrose will probably be long for¬ 
gotten by the time voters head to the polls. 

Yet isn’t it too bad the government and the 
official opposition haven’t been able to put aside 
their differences and agree on a new slogan? 

Alberta licence plates are seen across Canada 
and throughout the United States, representing a 
widespread, permanent and entirely free adver¬ 
tisement opportunity for this great province. 
Having no slogan is a missed opportunity, plain 
and simple. 

Hey, here’s a slogan the PCs and Wildrose might 
just agree on: My way or the highway.’

Court decision a victory for common sense

The Federal Court of 
Canada recently ruled that the 
Conservative government’s 2012 
cuts to healthcare for refugees 
were unconstitutional, going 
against Section 12 of the Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms which 
forbids “cruel and unusual pun¬ 
ishment”. 

The court ruling is a victory for 
refugees, for those who work with 
them, and more generally for com¬ 
passion and commonsense. But it 
is also a victory for a generation 
of newly-politicized healthcare 
providers in Canada who fought 
to reverse the deplorable change 
in policy from day one. 

Canada has long been known 
as a safe-haven for refugees 
from around the world. For the 
past 50 years, refugees arriving 
here received access to health¬ 
care services, including coverage 
for dental care, optometry and 
prescription medications. Given 
that people fleeing violence and 
oppression often emerge from 
long periods in refugee camps 
where no medical care is read¬ 
ily available, they typically have 
higher levels of illness. 

In providing for this vulnerable 
population, the Interim Federal 
Health (IFH) Program reflected a 
kind and wise approach to provid¬ 
ing healthcare to refugees of which 
Canadians could be rightly proud. 

In 2012, however, the federal 
government, under then-Minister 
of Citizenship and Immigration 
Canada Jason Kenney, made 
sweeping cuts to the coverage, 
drastically reducing services for 
all categories of refugees (though 
they were eventually reinstated 


for government-assisted refu¬ 
gees), and completely eliminating 
health services for certain cat¬ 
egories except in cases of public 
health risk. 

This meant that a refugee with 
tuberculosis might receive treatment, 
but not one who had diabetes or one 
who was having a heart attack 

The rationale given for these 
cuts was that they would make 
the system fair, improve public 
health and decrease costs. It’s dif¬ 
ficult to imagine something less 
fair than denying health services 
to someone who has just escaped 
oppression and violence. As for 
protecting public health and sav¬ 
ing costs, denying people primary 
care means they are more likely 
to use our healthcare system later 
and when they are sicker. A sicker 
patient poses greater risk to those 
around them (for example, if they 
have an infectious illness), and 
treating more severe or worsened 
conditions costs more too. 

Already, just two years in, the 
economic costs of this decision 
are also becoming apparent, 
with a study from Toronto’s Sick 
Kids Hospital showing increased 
admissions and overall costs for 
caring for children since the cuts. 

The reaction the medical com¬ 
munity and other health pro¬ 
fessionals had to the IFH cuts, 
however, is encouraging. Their 
opposition was not limited to indi¬ 
vidual activists, but included offi¬ 
cial bodies such as the Canadian 
Medical Association, the Canadian 
College of Family Physicians, the 
Canadian Nurses Association, 
Canadian Pediatric Society, 
Canadian Bar Association, the 
Royal College of Physicians and 
Surgeons and many others. 


Doctors for Refugee Care, an 
organization founded in response 
to the IFH cuts, took the lead 
on organizing the resistance 
from the medical community. It 
maintained consistent pressure 
through demonstrations, direct 
action techniques such as having 
physicians interrupt announce¬ 
ments by Conservative MPs to 
voice their opposition to the cuts, 
and through more official chan¬ 
nels, including initiating the char¬ 
ter challenge that led to the recent 
court ruling. 

But despite the outcry from 
healthcare providers, dozens of 
organizations and even provincial 
governments of different political 
stripes, the Conservative govern¬ 
ment dug in its heels on these 
cuts. Hopefully this ruling will 
finally result in the reinstatement 
of the IFH program. 

The court decision is a victory 
for conunon sense and compas¬ 
sion in Canadian healthcare. It’s 
also a sign of a new leadership 
emerging from within the health 
professions. Health professionals 
are becoming more vocal in advo¬ 
cating for better health policy, 
whether it be in health services 
to populations in need, or in pro¬ 
moting policies that address the 
upstream factors that determine 
those health outcomes. 

This renewed focus on health for 
all, led by trusted voices from the 
people whose work it is to fight 
illness, bodes well for politics and 
broader wellbeing in Canada

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Councillors ask for further clarifacation on CAO expense handling

Administrators will 
bring back a motion 
regarding reporting of 
the chief administrative 
officer’s expenses to a 
future council meeting 
after council rescinded 
a previous motion on 
the issue. 

Council was asked 
and approved rescind¬ 
ing a motion at the July 
8 council meeting to 
break out the CAO’s 


expenses in the same 
way that councillors 
disclose their expenses 
to the public. The previ¬ 
ous motion was made 
at the May 27 council 
meeting. 

In background mate¬ 
rial supplied to council¬ 
lors, CAO Roy Brown 
wrote that after dis¬ 
cussing the issue with 
Alberta Municipal 
Affairs, it was deemed 
the current practice 
of accounting for CAO 
expenses is appropri¬ 


ate. 

Brown said that 
because the CAO is 
accountable to coun¬ 
cil only, his expenses 
should be treated dif¬ 
ferently and that if 
individual councillors 
have questions about 
CAO expenses, the 
CAO can provide that 
information directly 
to councillors while 
still accounting for 
the expenses among 
normal town opera¬ 
tions. 


Brown said if a mem¬ 
ber of the public wants 
to see a particular CAO 
expense, they can apply 
under the Freedom 
of Information and 
Protection of Privacy 
Act (FOIP) to see the 
expense. Brown wrote 
that under some cir¬ 
cumstances, portions 
of a FOIP request 
could be redacted if 
it dealt with sensitive 
information such as 
if the CAO met with 
representatives of the 


Days Inn hotel group 
when the Travelodge, 
for example, was nego¬ 
tiating to bring a hotel 
to town. 

Further, Brown 
wrote to council that 
CAO expenses are fully 
accountable because 
they must be submit¬ 
ted for proper autho¬ 
rization by at least 
two other members 
of town staff, includ¬ 
ing one member of the 
town’s finance depart¬ 
ment. The CAO’s travel 


and subsistence bud¬ 
get is also approved by 
council annually and 
the CAO also reports 
to the public, through 
council, on the bene¬ 
fits of any conferences 
attended. 

Mayor Rick Mousseau 
said council agreed 
to rescind the earlier 
motion but requested 
the item be brought 
back to a future meeting 
“to clarify the expecta¬ 
tions of the CAO budget 
report.”

The July 7 hailstorm 
that hit Didsbury left 
many saying ‘it could 
have been worse’ while 
others sustained more 
serious damage. 

“Some people have 
lots of damage, oth¬ 
ers not so much. It 
was kind of a weird 
storm how it hit,” said 
Tracy Smith, a general 
insurance agent with 
McDonald Agencies. 

A significant storm 
tore through Central 
Alberta July 7 dump¬ 
ing pea-sized and larger 
hail on Didsbury and 
the area. 

The following day, 
between 100 and 150 
insurance claims were 
initiated at McDonald 
Agencies. 

“Roof, eavestrough, 
fascia on houses and 
windows, that kind of 
damage. Some vehicles, 
and vinyl siding - peo¬ 
ple have holes in it,” 
said Smith. 

Claims were also 
trickling in the days 
after. 

Smith said Wawanesa 
had an adjuster and a 
contractor out the next 
day to begin processing 
the claims. 

Most of the damage 
was on the town’s west 
side, she said. 

Neighbours report 
that while their homes 
had sustained damage, 
properties right beside 
them sustained no dam¬ 
age. 

“I don’t think it was 
as bad as '07 or '09. 
That was insane," said 
Smith. 

On Aug. 2, 2009 a 
hailstorm devastated 
the area from Sundre 
to Carstairs. 

Millions of dollars in 
damage was sustained. 

Smith said she 
couldn’t put a number 
on how many dollars 
worth of damage was 
sustained in the most 
recent hailstorm. 

Most of the claimants 
she saw the day follow¬ 
ing the hailstorm were 
taking it in stride. 

“No one was too 
worked up.”

Town council approves train station repairs

Town council approved two 
motions related to work on 
Eldon Foote Hall during its July 
8 meeting 

The motions were to approve 
a painting contract for the exte¬ 
rior of the building to Longhorn 
Painting for $55,297 and that 
$12,8000 of the work would come 
from a grant the town received 
from the provincial government's 
Municipal Heritage Program. 

Karen Henry, the town’s man¬ 
ager of planning, explained that 


the town applied for matching 
grants from the provincial gov¬ 
ernment to undertake the work. 

Because the hall Ls designated 
a provincial historic resource, 
the town was able to apply for 
a matching grant from the pro¬ 
vincial government to do the 
work. Rather than receive half 
of the estimated $66,597 from the 
provincial government to do the 
painting and repair the deck, rail¬ 
ings and install new windows on 
the upper portion of the building, 
the grant only came in at $12,800. 

The town has budgeted 
$40,000 for the repairs. Work 


on scraping the old paint off 
and applying a new coat was to 
begin on July 14. 

“We’re still figuring out details 
of the other work we need to 
do (other than painting),” Henry 
said. “Because it’s a provincial 
historic resource, we have many 
people with input, so when we 
sort out the other details of the 
work we need to do, then we’ll 
apply for further grants.” 

Henry said she hoped work 
on the deck, railings and win¬ 
dows could get started later this 
summer and conclude before 
snow comes in the autunur. More 


details regarding that work will 
be shared with council at a future 
meeting. 

Mayor Rick Mousseau said 
in an interview that council felt 
tire work should proceed sooner 
rather than later because it might 
cost more to complete necessary 
repairs if council waited any lon¬ 
ger to approve the work. 

“The work needs to be done 
so I guess we’U have to do it 
sooner or later. We’ll do it soon¬ 
er rather than letting it go for 
another year. It might deterio¬ 
rate more than what it is now," 
he said.

This year 
Coleman drove a team 
owned by Brian Thiel of 
Pleasant Grove, California 
Coleman had been work¬ 
ing with Thiel's horses for 
about a year. 

“We’re working two 
sides of the horse. We 
want them to perform 
with lots of show and lots 
of athleticism and lots of 
energy, and yet, when they 
enter the centre of the ring 
they have to stand quietly.
